newspapers. He said the party had 
no appropriation for that purpose, 
but hoped to use some of its funds 
in that direction, having an of 
$49,000, which perhaps might be- 
come avalilabie. 

In that connection, Hays turned 
over to the committee a letter from 
an advertising agency which stated 
that the Democratic organization was 
planning to Insert 1900 inches of ad- 
vertising in the best foreign ilan- 
guage papers. He sald advertising 
experts had told him there were Del 
publications which might be placed 
in euch a category and that ft woule 
cost $235,000 to carry out the pro- 
gram outlined in the letter. 

PAID FEW SPEAKERS 

Senator New of Indiana, head of 
the speaker's bureau of the Repud- 
lican National Committee, was called 
and he enlid he had planned to pay 
some few speakers who could not 
afferd to devote time from their 
regular work to campeigning. He 
promised to turn over to the com- 
mittes all its correspondence with 


such mon. 

Senator Edge, Republican, New 
Jersey, asked Mr. New if there were 
any cases of speakers seeking work 
from both major parties. The wit- 
ners produced correspondence with 
Prof. John O. Hall, formerly of 
Willamette University, Salem, 
which he said, furnished an 
ample of this practice. 

The correspondence showed that 
Senator New had written Prof. Hall 
asking hie terms. 

Replying from Washington, D. c.. 
wheve he was employed by the Ship- 
ping Board, Prof. Hall said his 
“Democratic friends” had offered 
him $7500 and expenses and were 
willing to give him $10,000 for cam- 
paign work on behalf of the 
cratic tcket. 

Fred A. Britten, Tlltnots Congress- 
man, failed to produce any evidence 
to support his recent charge that 
$87,500 appropriated by the British 
government for entertainment pur- 

at the British Embassy in 
Washington had found its way into 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee’s funda. 

Under a grilling examination by 
Senators Reed and Pomerene. Brit- 
ten admitted he had no facts to 
support the charge. and that it was 
only his personal idea. 

Britten asked the committee to 
subpoena Thomas W. Lamont, 
owner of the New York Post; the 
heads of Doubleday, Page & Co., 
publishers. and officials of the Weet- 
ern Newspaper Union, a syndicate 
supplying “boiler plate” to newspa- 
pers. He presented an advance 
proof sent by the plate syndicate 
to newspapers offering them, free of 
charge. with shipping charges pre- 
paid, plates of a story entitled “Un- 
cle Sam of Freedom Ridge,.”’ which 
ie said to be an argument in favor 
of the laacue of Nations. He be- 
lieved British interests were financ- 
ing League propaganda. The com- 
mittee summoned the heads of the 
Western Newspaper Union. 

FESS ON STAND. 

Representative D. Fess, chair 
man of the Republican Congression- 
al Campaign Committee, confirmed 
Fred W. Upham's testimony that the 
Congress Committee was seeking to 
raise $600,000 independently of the 
national campaign committee of 
this sum, he said, $400,900 was for 
use in the present campaign. 

He said the committee had re- 
ceived one contribution of $5000 and 
two of $2500 each. The average con- 
tribution was $40, Fess added. 

Fess raised a laugh when he tes- 
tified that his Republican commit- 
tee was sending out copies of the 
speeches of Senator Reed, Democrat. 
“I thought they were good ones, 
quite a number.” he added. 

Miles H. McMillan, Chicago man- 
ager for the Western Newspaper 
Union, was unable to tell the com- 
mittee who paid his concern fdr 
the proposed distribution of a fiction 
serial devoted to the League of Na- 
tions, and which was brought to the 
committee’s.attention by Representa- 
tive Britten earlier. He agreed to 
telegraph FE. Johnson, New York 
manager of the union, for the infor- 
mation. 

The Senators evinced considerable 
Interest In the methods of the news- 
paper concern, the questions bring- 
ing out that readers of the country 
papers taking the plate service had 
no means of knowing who paid for 
it. Mr. McMillan told Senator Ken- 
yon that the Union had handled the 
Mt. Clemens news bureau service 
on the Ford libel suit, but had sent 
out nothing on the bill in Congress 
to regulate the packers. 

PROPAGANDA STORY. 

George White, Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, was called to the 
stand and testified W. J. Cochran. 
publicity man of the committee, had 
asked him to approve a plan for 
sending the story, “Uncle Sam of 
Freedom Ridge,” to country news- 
papers. 

He told Cochran, he sald. to get 
prices, which Cochran estimated at 
$16,000. 

He hed heard nothing more of 
the matter until it wae brought up 
before the committee, he said. 

Senator Fdge aeked if it was not 
a violation .of the Corrupt Practices 
Act to send the «tory out with noth- 
ing to show who patd for ft. 

White declined to answer without 
fret consulting an attorney.

White and hear his full testimony 
later.

American Fleer Re 
lieves Hardships. 


Strikes in Teschen Field Cause 
Lack of Coal.

Increased Value of Crown Re- 
sults in Depression. 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE | 

VIENNA Aug. 1.—Bountiful 
crops of early fruit and vegetables 
and promise of an abundance of 
hardier later yields from field and 
orchard, with the big American flour 
credit still available for the ration 
of daily bread, have given Austria 
a reprieve from the terrible hard- 
ships of last winter. 

Fate are as scarce as ever, how- 
ever, but in thie weather their need 
is not so keenly felt. Meat, too, is 
scanty and high, beyond reach of 
the masses. The American flour 
credit will be exhausted before the 
winter sete fairly in and no man 
in Austria knows whgre or by what 
means it will be replaced. 

HAS NO FUEL RESERVE 


Strikes and disturbances in the 
Teschen coal! fields, the situation in 
Silesia, virtual suspension of the 
Hungarian supply. little as it was. 
and, finally, Austria's Inability to en- 
force even the meager contractual! 
supplies from Bohemia, have pre- 
vented the hoped-for accumulation 
of a modest fuel reserve during the 
summer monthe. Public utilities of 
Vienna are reported to have but a 
week's reserve of coal at a minimum 
consumption. The last Austrian pig 
fron oven in operation has just 
drawn ite fires for lack of coke. 

Into this situation has been in- 
jected a curious business phase, re- 
sulting from the increased value of 
the crown on foreign change. In the 
late winter and early spring the 
crown dropped as iow as 359 to the 
dollar on private exchange. Encovr- 
aged by this a small export trade 
was nourished. Austrian factories. 
famous for certain forms of finished 
articles, began to resume operations 
on a limited scale, foreign buyers 
seeing a good business chance in the 
low crown value, against standard 
moneys. 

WERE ABLE TO GET CREDIT. 

Manufacturers were able to cet 
advances of credit to secure+coa! and 
needed raw materials. It was a good 
speculation for foreign values. Then 
the Minister of Finance, Dr. Reisch. 
dropped a hint ome day. during a de- 
bate In the Assembly,’that it would 
be wise ff Austrian retail sellers 
were to raise their crown prices to 
the equivalent of foreicn values. 
They did tt. A @uit of clothes that 
cost from 30°90 to 4000 crowne rose 
in price to from 15,000 to 18,000 
crowns. Everything else went up in 
proportion. 

PLAN KILLED ITSELF. 

Then the government, acting on 
the same principle. is reported to 
have gone on the Zurich exchange. 
which controle crown quotations. 
with large amounts of (foreign 
money and forced the crown wu 
Their efforts were assisted unex- 
pectedly by an influx into Avuetria of 
foreign money speculators. Appre- 
elation of the moneys of the other 
countries of Central and Fastern 
Furope, made this their last field for 
speculation. Pounds, dollars and 
france became plentiful with emal! 
demand and the crown rose in value 
until the official price was 120 to 
the dollar and 150 in private deals 
Retall prices continued to go up, so 
that with the rise in the crown cut- 
ting foreign values one-half. the 
plan literally “cut ite own throat.” 

CAUBED TRADE STAGNATION. 

Foreign buyers quit. Retail trade 
stagnated. Native Austrians did not 
know whether to laugh or cry at a 
straw hat in a window bearing the 
price mark of 2900 crowns. But 
they were not sold. 

The next step in the reaction hit 
the basic industries. The few fac- 
tories running have begun to cur- 
tall or close down as orders are can- 
celed and new contracts fall to 
come. The Ministry of Socialization 
is besieged with requests from man- 
ufacturers, to be permitted to dis- 
charge employees, it being reported 
that as high as twenty a day have 
been recently received,

FPurprised and regretful, Mershon 
hunted up Gays, who had returned 
to the mines near Morenci, and told 
his former buddw he had orders te 
arrest him. Gays, it wae said, then 
enid the charges were true, except 
that he was first shot by the officer 
and, “seeing red."’ shot back.

DR. HEIST’S DEATH 
PROVES HIS THEORY. 


Te ie according te his own 
proved theory was the fate of Dr. 
George D. Heist of Philadelphia, 
whe spent his last hours discussing 
the progress of the battle of disease 
germe with the protecting qualities 
ef the human blood. 

Dr. Heist, whe was & research 
worker, succumbed to cerebro 
spinal meningitis at the Jewish Hos- 
pital. The disease had been one of 
his epecia! studies and as he talked 
with his attending physicians he de- 
scribed the symptoms of the ap- 
proach eof the end, which he had 
proved scientifically he would not be 
able to withstand. 

Dr. Heist's work showed that im- 
munity or susceptibility to a partic- 
ular germ in any individual could be 
shown by testing the power of the 
individual's biood of killing, or fail- 
ing to kill, the particular germ. The 
method is now known as the Heist- 
Lacy method. By the method which 
he had invented Dr. Heist proved 
that he himeelf was susceptible to 
cerebro spinal meningitis. 

The physician was «a research 


worker in the Jules E. Masthaum 
Research Laboratory of the Jewish 
Hospital. In his brief career he 
made many important contributions 
to medical science. His research | 
work on pneumonia, tn association | 
with Dr. Solomon GSolis-Cohen, had 
attracted widespread attention. | 

He was one of the few men whp 
had isolated the germ of infantile 
paralysie. With Dr. Myer Solis- 
Cohen and Dr. John A. Kalmer, he. 
made a study of that disease. His 
most recent work on diphtheria has. 
not been published. 

The most important dlecovery of | 
Dr. Heist was in connection with 
the power the blood possesses of | 
killing or Inhibiting the growth of | 
germs. Working with others he) 
found that this power to kill the! 
germ of infantile paralysis was pos- 
sessed in high degree by rabbits. | 
who do not take the disease, and was 
absent in humans, who are suscepti- 
ble to it. | 

Born in Philadelphia tn 1885, 
Heist was saduated from Jefferson | 
Medical College in 1913.—([New

Although the present aspect of Burope 
is belligerent, the impression its growing 
that comparative peace wil! preval!l within a 
short time. Despite the stroag talks which 
various premiers bave made and the stiff 
notes written by other ministers a general 
war is tmpossible if the various peoples re- 
fuse to allow it. 


Nations cannot be led to the slaughter 
now as they were in 1914, and the will te 
fight no longer exists. War means that 
taxes must remain excessive, food costs 
high and hatreds be expanded. The people 
of Europe desire to see taxes reduced, the 
price of food cut and the gospel of hate 
burned. In a word, they want harmony. 

Sinister forces have been at work ever 
since the armistice was signed to keep Ev- 
rope in a turmoil. If one could penetrate 
far enough behind the scenes it might be 
disclosed that the same agencies which 
have been attempting to throw a monkey 
wrench into the Franco-British entente 
have been equally busy at Warsaw, Mos 
cow, Fiume and other storm centers. 


It is becoming more and more apparent 
that Poland has been used as a pawn by 
some unseen powers which have been able 
to play upon the passions of premiers and 
peoples. Naturally, the inference ts that 
these powers are Teutonic. The ex-Kaiser 
has been very silent of late in his retreat 
in Holland. He probably has not been plot- 
ting personally.

‘the Los Angeles City Counci] has acted for 


the best interests of the city as a whole. 
The city is mindful of the desire of the rail- 
companies to protect their own inter 
and of the financial burdens which 
hey are bearing, nevertheless in the ques. 
tion of selecting a union terminal, a matter 
which vitally affects the city’s growth and 
development, it manifestly believes that 
all the city must be considered rather than 
the private interests of any individual or 
corporation. 

The City Council went definitely on rec- 
ord Monday when it declared its judgment 
to be that the decision should be made in 
accordance with the universal findings of 
experts whose training and observations 
have made them authorities. To get « 
clearer idea of the conclusions of State 
Engineer Sachse and the reasons which 
lead to them the Council] bas asked Mr. 
Sachse to explain the entire situation in 
nontechnical language at an early session 
of the Council. 


Bion J. Arnold, the world’s foremost av 
thority on municipal transportation, made 
a thorough survey of local conditions about 
ten years ago and submitted a detailed re 
port on his findings. Mr. Arnold stated un- 
qualifiedly that the Plaza site is the only 
logical site for a union terminal in Los An. 
geles to meet both the present needs of 
the city and those of the much greater me- 
tropolis of the future. 


Engineer Sachse made a two-year invest! 
gation of the Los Angeles problem and sub 
mitted a report which pointed out that the 
Plaza site possesses overwhelming advan. 
tages over any other that could be chosen. 
Uther engineers have made similar findings. 
The City Council, therefore, is acting wisely 
and for the interests of all the people of 
the city in declaring in favor of the opin- 
fons of unbiased experts rather than of 
those men who have private interests to 
serve or those who have only meager in- 
formation on the subject.

peo WE OWE TO THE PACTFIO. 
While we pat ourselves on the back 
because of the prodigious growth of Los 
Angeles let's not lose sight of one of the, 
big factors for the great development. The 
Pacific is one of the city’s greatest assets. 
We share it with San Francisco, Portland 
and other ports which also have grown tre- 
mendously since the century opened. That 
vast ocean on which commerce seemed 
asleep in the nineteenth century is destined 
to become the busiest of the seven seas. 
Between this coast, where the din sets, to 
China, where the dawn comes up like thun- 
der, more steamships are now plying than 
at any period since Magellan's ships swept 
through the straits Into the silent sea that 
until then had been unknown to white men's 
vessels. As the Pacific comes more into 
use America’s problems connected with it in- 
crease. This country is the leading Pacific 
power. Its entire western boundary is 
washed by the ocean; it holds Hawall, the 
crossroads; it has a naval base in Samoa, 
and the Philippines, three thousand islands, 
ere uader its control. Three great nations, 
America, Great Britain and Japan, are vast. 
ly interested In the Pacific. They are the 
leading naval powers of the world and all 
are constructing bigger warships with big- 
ger guns than the world has heretofore 
known. It's to be hoped that doesn’t mean 
that the Pacific is to be an ocean of war. 


MAYFLOWER. 

Christopher Columbus only discovered 
America. The Mayflower peopled it. That 
famous vessel brought over a deckload of 
the finest ancestors that any nation ever 
had. It is therefore very proper that the 
men and women of two hemispheres should 
celebrate the three-hundredth anniversary 
of the Mayflower's historic journey. It is 
like observing one’s own birthday—only 
more #0. The Mayflower was less than 15° 
feet in Jength, but she must have had « 
thousand grandfathers on board, judging 
from the records of our best families. And 
every man among them must have had two 
or three chairs to eft on, The Grand Rap- 
ide furniture factories were obliged to run 
a night shift in order to make all the an- 
tique chairs that were brought over on the 
Mayflower. That ship was furnished tn 
carved Walnut from jib to rudder. So far 
as Amertea is concerned the Mayflower is 


more impressive Ark. 


TR “GROWN-UP” OHILDREN. 

Are our modern children too grown-up? 
Une hears so many diatribes against the 
modern boy and girl, their precocity, world- 
ly knowledge, lack of discipline, excessive 
liberty, etc., that one might suppose the 
rising generation to be well on the, way to 
perdition. 

It is true that our modern boys and girls 
are vastly more sophisticated than their 
parents were at the same age. It is true 
that they have much more liberty. Boys 
of 14 often seem like young “men of the 
world” and stagger their elders with their 
sophisticated aplomb and self-confidence. 
But it is also true in most cases that our 
modern boys and girls are really wel! in- 
formed, are very earnest students of sert 
ous subjects and have a very definite sense 
of responsibility. Perhaps it pleased the 
sentimentality of the elders to see them re 
main children longer, to remain dependent 
and uninformed, tremendously respectful 
and naive, but if their minds were capable 
of this quicker development, if they are 
able to take their place in the world with 
pleasure and success at an earlier age, who 
shall say that it is not all in the way of 
general advancement and progress? 

Boys of 12 and 14 ave thoroughly “posted” 
on a vast variety of subjects today which 
their parents had not begun to be interested 
in at that age. Not only along the lines of 
all kinds of sport, not only the names of 
all the picture stars, not alone on the mod- 
ern dances and jazz music, but upon poll- 
ties, public health, reform movements, eci- 
ence and invention, mechanics and all those 
subjecta which combine to make modern 
life interesting. These subjects are dis 
cussed in the schools, essays are required 
upon them and scpool journals are pub- 
lished dealing with al! the paramount ques- 
tions of the day to a far greater extent and 
at a much younger age than was usual in 
the last decade. And the quick child mind 
finds these vital subjects of today very 
much to his liking and far more interest- 
ing than Latin grammars, dreary lists of 
geographical bays, guifs, mougigin rances, 
rivers, dismal pages of history dates and 
all the purely mechanical side of learning 
which played the role tn past methods of 
education. Schools have been made more 
interesting, the political debates assist in 
making geography and history more real 
and intimate, and it ts natural that the 
| average child-mind should have responded 
to this treatment which makes him pro 
foundly interested in the questions of his 
own day and illuminates them for him. 

Of course, it is rather disconcerting for 
a stodgy grown-up to discover that a i4- 
year-old knows a)most as much about things 
generally as he does himself—enjoys as 
much and rather more capable self-confi- 
dence; has formed opinions on a variety of 
subjects, and exacts more liberty of action 
and assumes more responsibilities than was 
ever considered possible or reasonable in 
past generations. But, apart from that, the 
Innovation seems all to the good. The sort 
of books boys get out of the library today 
are an interesting revelation. They are 
reading up on the spiritualistic controversy, 
on chemistry and mechanics, on political 
history, on architecture and city planning, 
on jail systems and criminology, on ex- 
ploration and survey, where formerly their 
most serious study would be, perhaps, nat- 
ural history. Girls, too, with all the accu- 
sations of frivolity against them, with their 
fashionable clothes, modish hair, rouge and 
lipsticks, do not confine their interests to 
these precincts, to dances and sweethearts. 
They do that strictly on the side. But for 
serious studies we find little girls of 13 
and 14 as variously well posted ag the boys. 
They, too, are conversant with the modern 
movements, with politics, reform, industrial 
questions. Moreover, even at that tender 
age many of them have very definite ideas 
for their future. And it doesn’t take the 
form of exclusive matrimony, either. Most 
of these modern boys and girle show a very 
interesting responsibility for their own fu- 
ture, and both rich and poor alike contem- 
plate productive work in the world. 

When one considers the wide and deen 
expansion of the school curriculum during 
the last decade, the totally different condi 
tions obtaining for the training of the youth- 
ful mind, it is absurd to expect our chil- 
dren, with that added knowledge which is 
power, to remain modestly unsophisticated, 
ignorantly and romantically innocent, hum- 
bly docile and wunquestioningly obedient. 
We are teaching the children to think for 
themselves with marked success—and if 
sometimes they think to our confusion and 
disadvantage, to the embarrassment of our 
vanity or the jeopardy of our authority, we 
are perhaps merely sacrificed on the altar 
of the next generation's better progress. 

If these, our modern children, are relin- 
quishing a little of their childhood, grow up 
a little sooner than we could wish, who 
knows but that it may mean for thém a 
longer, fuller and more complete manhood; 
that by leaving Santa Claus and the fairies 
a little earlier they may be able to make 
realism the more enchanting, the world 
more reasonable and just. 


E GREATER GLENDALE. 

The city of Glendale is entitled to 
more than passing notice on the character 
and extent of its census returns. This 
northern gate to Los Angeles indicates @n 
even more wonderful growth than al! the 
other approaches to the greater city. Ten 
years ago it was a rather straggling clump 
of cosy homes. Al! told, it numbered 2746 
congenial souls. When the census was taken 
in May this year it appeared that this had 
swollen to 13,536! The increase of 393 per 
cent is the greatest reported from any city 
in the State and is the largest in America 
of any restricted community of homes. 

It is possible that there are other towns 
that have been speeded up to as great an 
extent by the addition or expansion of some 
notable industry. For instance, the auto 
mobile trade has trebied the population of 
some of the emalier. cities around Detroit. 
But Glendale has few manufacturing indus- 
tries. At times the citizens have arisen en 
masse and made vigorous protest against 
some factory invasion that was thought un- 
desirable. Giendale is purely a community 
of homes. It is the city of white collars. 
There are few millionaires ani no paupers, 
It fs made up of the great middie class of 
home-brewed Americans who form the back- 
bone of the nation. There are no districts 
in which foreign tongues are spoken. Gien- 
dale is Bungalowville. In no city does this 
comfy pattern of home thrive to a more 
luxurious extent. There is not a great 
deal of business !n Glendale. Its mercan- 
tile section is small in proportion to its 
size, This is because of its proximity to 


Los Angeles. The population ig ijargely 
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made up of those who have their business 
in the greater city. It is Hometown. But 
how she grows! The building operations 
g0 steadily on to the tune of almost three 
million dollars a year. The construction 
permite have been running at the rate of 
nearly $300,000 a month. No other city in 
America of its size can approach this show. 
ing, for practically all the permits are for 
bungalow homes costing from $3000 to $8000 
each. There are few business buildings of 
industrial permits. In Brand Boulevard 
Glendale has the widest paved business 
tnoroughfare in Los Angeles county. It 
stretches for three miles through the center 
of the town, clearing it into halves which 
pleasantly vie with each other in progress. 
Glendale might also be called the White 
City. Its business houses are mostly of 
Klazed white brick and a creamy cleanii- 
ness covers the place like unto a mantle 
of snow. 

Without detracting a straw from the mag- 
nificent growth indicated by most Southern 
California cities the exceptional record of 
advancement made by the Jewel City at the 
north door of Los Angeles is worthy of spe 
clal recognition.

In 1868 I was elected a member 
of Congress from the battle-born 
State of Nevada, and now, ever and 
again, the intervening half-century

In a quiet way I felt my impor 
tance. Arriving in Washington !

to him, “Now, John, is there any- 
thing 1 can do for you. Any place 
I can help you to get?” 

“No, thank you,” he replied. “But 
I am obliged to you for the offer. 
Maybe, however, I can help you. : 
suppose that you are here after 
government office?” 

“No,” I replied, swelling with con- 
ecious pride. “] am here as a mem- 
ber of Congress from Nevada,” 

“Indeed,” he said. “1 congratu- 
late you. We will be likely to see a 
good deal of each other. 

“Will your stay here be long?” 
said I. 

“For some years ft will be.” he 
answered. “I am a United States 
Senator from Loufsiana.” 

At the assemblying of the Forty- 
first Congress the contest for the 
Speakership was between James G. 
Blaine of Maine and Henry L. Dawes 
of Massachusetts, with Dawes lead. 
ing Blaine by a few votes. A. A. 
Sargent of California and I were the 
only Republican members from the 
Pacific Coast. At the urgent request 
of our mutual friend, Gen. Redington 
of Sacramento, we espoused the 
cause of Blaine, and Sargent and ! 
adopted the California system of 
politics, “We .place ourselves in the 
hands of Judge Peters of Maine— 
Blaine’s manager—with lLberty to 
trade our votes on clerk, sergeant 
at-arms, postmaster and doorkeeper 
in exchange for votes for Blaine.” 


Blaine won the Speakership and 


he never forgot to whom he owed 
it. -He allowed Mr. Sargent and me 
to choose our own places on com- 
mittees. Neither of us was treated 
as was the member of Congress 
from Ohio, who said that he had 
been in Washington for four months 
and had caught everything except 
the Speaker's eye. Mr. Sargent and 
I were aiways accorded recognition 
whenever we wished to address ths 
House. 

Of all American statesmen of that 
day none more occupied public at- 
tention in his lifetime and none 
seemed to die so utterly when he 
died than James G. Blaine. He tm- 
pressed his individuality strongly 
upon those about him, but it did not 
extend to those with whom he failed 
to come in personal contact. He 
did not lower his helm when the 
fight was on, but he did not hesi 
tate to stoop to conquer. He was 
a born diplomat. He indorsed Sir 
Boyle Roach in saying: “What has 
posterity done for us?” His motte 
was that of Danton: “De Tlaudace, 
encore de l’audace, et toujours de 
Yaudace.” If he had Lived long 
er and had possessed more fro 
bust health he might have reached 
the Presidency, which was the goal 
of his ambition, for he was surely a 
great partisan leader, and neither 
hie power nor his opportunities had 
passed their zenith when he was 
called away. 


Fernando Wood, once Mayor of 
New York City and for many years 
one of its Representatives in Con- 
gress, was, In graciousness and man- 
ner. in courteousness and speech 
and in costume, a gentleman of the 
After the strictness of 
his sect he lived and died a Demo- 
crat, but all the darkeys about the 
Federal Capitol loved him for his 
kindly spirit and for the size and 
frequency of his tips. Among his 
favorites was a colored barber who 
attended im the cloakroom of the 
House of Representatives. Learn- 
ing that Johnson—for so was the 
barber named—had a mother and 
sister in slavefy in Maryland and 
that he was saving money to pur 
chase their freedom, Mr. Wood 
passed the hat among his associates, 
collected $200, added $300 from his 
own pocket and presented it to John 
son, who, with his own savings, be- 
came then the possessor of $80, 
which he deposited with Riggs & Co. 
Mf. Wood next interested himself to 
procure for Johnson a lease of the 
barber shop at a Saratoga hotel, 
from which it was estimated that 
$400 profit could be derived during 
the season, thus making up the 
$1200 necessary to purchase the 
woman and her daughter. Before 
the season opened at Saratoga Ft. 
Sumter was fired upon, an extra se« 
sion of Congress was called and 
Johnson relinquished his Saratoga 
lease and was back in his place at 
Washington, ready to wait upon his 
Congressional patrons.

AGAINST SLUMS. 


Judge Stephens Urges Hiring 
of Planning Expert. 


Industrial Era Here; Must be 
Met With Forethought. 


Citizen Commissioners Need 
Trained Consultant. / 


Uniess Los Angeles plans the tm- 
mediatq future development of in- 
dustrial and home districts, the city 
may lose its reputation as the most 
desirable home city in America. The 
arrival of the industrial era in the 
city’s development will almost 
evitably result in the bullding . of 
sium districta unless the City Pian- 
ning Commission is given the benefit 
of expert advice. 

This was the warning sounded 
lart night by Judge Stephens in «a 
statement which he prepared rela- 
tive to the question of having the 
(hy Planning Commission employ 
Charlies H. Cheney as expert consult- 
ant for the next three years. The 
commission's request to employ Mr. 
Cheney at a salary of $700 a month 
was last week referred to the 
finance committee of the City Coun- 
cil, and the committee's report will 
be considered by the whole Council 
at a meeting today. 

Judge Stephens, who was former- 
ly City Attorney and is now a mem- 
ber of the City Planning Commis- 
gion, said in the statement which 
he made last night: 

understand that the City Plan- 
ming Commission's program comes 
up for consideration of the Council 
tomorrow, and I hope there will be 
prompt action. 

BEGAN YEARS AGO. 

“Los Angeles several years ago 
laid the legal foundation for effec- 
tive planning, but has not followed 
up with a consistent system. 

“Other cities, especially New York 
and St. Louis, have profited by our 
pioneering more than we have. The 
reason is that those cities have dele- 
gated this work to commissions of 
citizens who have this work as the 


sions have employed experts to work 
out the many details and to guide 
them in the proper procedure. 

“To my knowledge no city plan- 
ning body has ever suceeded in ac- 
complishing anything . comprehen- 
sive until after it secured a com- 
petent expert as consultant. 

“In my opinion the very best avall- 
able man should secured for Los 
Angeles, and I understand the execu- 
tive committee of our commission 
has recommended the employment 
of Charles H. Cheney. I have care- 
fully followed Mr. Cheney's work 
and I canot too highly recommend 
him. His long study at home and in 
Europe, and his practical work in 
several western cities. combine to 
fit him for the job here. 

“With Mr. Cheney working in 
close harmony with our secretary. 

r. Whitnall, who is splendidly 
equipped for the work, though fot 
a professional consultant, and with 
Mr. Pierce. our president, the va- 
rious committees of the commission 
should be able to turn out some real 
constructive work Ly the New Year. 

STAY SLUMLESS TOWN.

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BUSINESS NOT 


IN A BAD WAY 


National City Bank Believes 
Conditions Good. 
To Think of Depression 
Would be Great Mistake. 


— -— 


Money Tight, but Expected so | 


in Light of Events. 


[EXCLUSIVE DIAPATCH. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.-“The Na- 
tional City Bank, in ita September 
letter on economic conditions, warns 
that “it may be just as great a mis- 
take now as in the early months of 
1919 to think that q period of gen- 
eral and prolonged depression is ot 
hand.” 

In upholding this position the 
bank points out that there is still a 
great amount of work in arrears, 
an imperative demand for construc- 
tion work, and the production of 
goods to satisfy the wants of the 
people, as well as the rest of the 
world. As in the case of house- 
building, this work may be checked 
by rising costs, but that only means 


that costa must come down, with 
the assurance that as they decline 
activity will revive. 

BUSINESS SITUATION. 

“The general business situation.” 
according to the survey, “in our 
opinion has been developing in a 
satisfactory manner during the past 
month, alihough this does not inean 
that present conditions are all that 
could be desired. 

“It means that the general trend 
is toward normal and permanent 
conditions. and that existing disor- 
ders are no greater than might be 
expected in accomplishing the ad- 
justments which are necessary. The 
crops are fine, which is a good 
foundation for domestic business 
and for international! relations. 

“The railroad situation has 
proved decidedly during the 
month and although far from sat- 
isfactory, gives promise of gradual 
betterment. 

CASH TO STAY TIGHT. 


“There is a better feeling in bank- 
ing circles as to the credit situation, 
although money will remain tight. 
The recession of industrial activity 
which is under way is not severe 
enough to be alarming, but i« in- 
cidenta!l to nding a lower level of 


prices. 

“A considerable degree of liquida- 
tion has taken place in merchandis- 
ing shops in three months, and the 
fact thet leans are practically un- 
affected indicates not only that the 
volume of business in the aggregate 
is beavily aflected. but that the 
banks are . carrying an unusual 
amount of which represgnt 
capital investments. 

pressure for larger facilities 
in all lines of business has resulted 
in the use of earnings and credit to 
finance expansion, and ft will take 
some time tu free the banks of 
cum niitments. 

BANKERS CONFIDENT. 


“The feeling in banking circles is 
more settied and confident because 
of a belief tnat the spiral movement 
of wages and prices has been checked, 
and that this being true, the situa- 
tion ts In the way of working itself 
out. When the people of this coun- 
try really set themselves to the task 
of paying their debts they are cer- 
tain to accomplish something. and 
nothing will help along that resolu- 
tion like falling prices. 

“Nevertheless it is probable that 
the present deadiock over prices will 
be adjusted early enough to permit 
@ large Volume of business to be 
done, and unless these new price 
levels are lower than now it seems 
likely this trade will necessarily re- 
quire some expansion of oank credit. 
The bankers expect to supply the 
cpedit that is necessary to enable 
business to be done, but if loans go 
up sound banking policy will require 
that interest rates go up.” 

In defending high money rates the 
bank says: “In the general need 
for greater production it should not 
be overlooked that the fundamental! 
need is for more capital, and that 
this supplies an economic justifice- 
tion for both higher profits and high- 
er interest rates. These are the 
chief means by which capital is ob- 
tained for increasing all production. 

“There is as great a need at thir 
time for more banking capita! as for 
more of anything else, and no reason 
for limited banking profits in favor 


of other profits, or in favor of credit 
expansion.” 


VARIOUS DUST EXPLOSIONS. 

When the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture aetarted investigations 
with the object of reducing fires and 
explosions caused by dust in the 
grain elevators and milis it was not 


long before the experts realized 
these fires a> explosions were Ly 
no means c ned to the grain busi. 


ness. These dust-explosion invest!- 
gations are having a wide influence, 
which has extehded to many indus- 
tries. Aluminum duet, starch and 
even fish meal, a by-product of fish 
canneries, have all been found sus- 
ceptible to the conditions which pro- 
duce disastrous explosions. 

The latest development to 
prove that the mysterious “blow 
sacks” #0 well known to firemen 
are in some cases caused by dust 
With the knowledge of this fact as 
@ guide many fatal accidents may 
be avoided. The firemen of Amer- 
ica find the matter of sufficient trmn- 
portance to Warrant their co-opera- 
tion with the Department of Agri- 
culture in a study of preventive 
methoda. 

The subject was taken up by the 
National Firemen'’s Association at 
their twenty-second annual conven- 


tion on Mav 18. 19 and 20. at Pe- 
ona, Ill. Engineers engaged in the 
dust-explosion investigations repre- 
sented the Department of Agricul- 
ture at the meeting.
